ORDER

On April 27, 2011, Duke Energy Corporation, Cinergy Corp., Duke Energy Ohio,

Inc., Duke Energy Kentucky, Inc., Diamond Acquisition Corporation, and Progress

Energy, lnc. ("Joint Applicants" ) filed a motion requesting that the procedural schedule

established for this case be amended to allow for the opportunity to file rebuttal

testimony. Joint Applicants state their belief that the parties and the Commission would

benefit from an opportunity for their filing of rebuttal testimony in the event that such

filing would permit the case to be adjudicated more efficiently.

Based on a review of the Joint Applicants'otion, the existing procedural

schedule, and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the Commission finds that the

motion can be granted without changing any of the previously established procedural

dates and, therefore, is reasonable and should be granted.
